` Terriffic Storm Drives 


Princess Sophia Over 
Reef on Which She 
Had Spent Two Davs 
and She Sinks With 
All on Board. 


In a blinding snow storm, the 
steamer Princess Sophia, Capt. 
J. P. Locke in command, went 
ashore on Vandervilt reef about 
half way between Juneau and 
Skagway at 2 o'clock Thursday 
morning. She carried a crew of 
75 and had aboard 265 passengers 
taken onat Skagway. There were 
54 officers and members of the 
crew of the White Pass and Yukon 
company aboard from river 
steamers, 

The calls of the Sophia's wire- 
less were heard in Juneau 15 min- 
utes after striking and the Poter- 
son from Fort Seward. the Este- 
‘sherman, King 
and Winge went immediate.y to 
her rescue. Other gas boats left 
later in the day, and the U. S. 
Lighthouse Tender Cedar arrived 
there that night 

A heavy sea was running and 
as the Sophia was resting easily, 
Cant.
